Police  Coverage,  Vacancies,  Ownership,  Crime  - 
Public  Housing  Controversies  Aired  at  Hill  Session

Mix  together  representatives  from  the 
Police,  the  City's  Public  Housing  Comm- 
ission, and  residents  of  public  housing  and 
of  the  larger  neighborhood,  and  inevitably 
sparks  will  fly. 

With  some  two  dozen  people  in  attend- 
ance, this  was  the  mix  at  the  Nov.  11 
meeting  of  the  Potrero  League  of  Active 
Neighbors  (PLAN).  Topics  of  dissension 
included  whether  tenants  should  own 
their  own  housing,  whether  the  Housing 
Authority  should  operate  their  own  police 
services,  what  to  do  about  criminals  and 
drug  dealers,  the  number  of  vacancies  in 
the  Potrero  Annex  and  Potrero  Terrace, 
and  the  grim  aspect  of  boarded  windows. 

Robert  Boileau,  Potrero  Hill  resident 
who  serves  as  President  of  the  Public 
Housing  Authority  Commission,  pointed 
to  recent  progress  in  catching  up  on  20 
years  of  deferred  maintenance  and  im- 
proved relationships  with  the  tenants. 
"The  third  leg  is  the  need  to  establilsh  a 
better  relationship  with  the  neighbor- 
hood," he  stressed,  emphasizing  that  what 
is  needed  now  is  neighborhood  involve- 
ment. 

Boileau  insisted  that  the  vast  majority 
of  public  housing  residents  are  law-abid- 
ing. He  explained,  however,  that  when 
the  Housing  Authority  (HA)  attempts  to 
terminate  the  leases  of  repeat  offenders 
and  habitual  criminals,  they  are  legally 
obligated  to  go  through  the  appeal  proce- 
dure —  more  than  half  the  time  these 
cases  end  up  in  court  —  and  in  two- 
thirds  of  these  cases  the  petition  to  evict 
is  denied.  The  judges  tend  to  regard  pub- 
lic housing  as  the  "housing  of  last  resort." 
Boileau  said.  "We  may  have  to  go 
through  this  process  four  or  five  times 
before  we're  able  to  evict,"  he  pointed 


out.  "If  we  were  aligned  with  the  local 
neighbors  and  the  tenants,  maybe  the 
judge  would  listen." 

Many  at  the  Nov.  11  session  were  dis- 
satisfied with  the  police  coverage  within 
and  around  public  housing.  One  woman 
demanded  to  know  why  the  police  seemed 
to  be  doing  nothing  about  "obvious  drug 
dealers  in  expensive  cars"  driving  through 
the  neighborhood  into  and  out  of  the  pub- 
lic housing. 

Officer  John  Denny  of  the  Potrero  Po- 
lice Station  insisted  the  HA  should  be  op- 
erating their  own  police  service.  Eight 
years  ago  the  HA  had  merged  their  15 
police  officers  with  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Dept.  (SFPD),  and  in  the  last  two 
years  the  SFPD  had  obtained  a  grant  of  a 
million  dollars  per  year  for  overtime 
police  protection.  Denny  charged  that 
since  the  HA  police  have  been  gone,  "the 
system  has  fallen  apart." 


When  Boileau  demanded,  "Are  you  go- 
ing to  give  back  the  15  police  and  the  $2 
million  that  we've  given  you?"  Denny 
claimed  the  Police  Dept.  was  understaff- 
ed and  without  enough  money,  and  that 
it  was  impossible  to  consistently  assign 
officers  to  public  housing  because  they 
were  constantly  being  pulled  to  wherever 
they  were  most  needed.  But  Boileau, 
who  has  been  on  the  HA  Commission 
since  1989,  disagreed,  stressing  "It  makes 
sense  to  have  somebody  who  knows 
what's  going  on  regularly  assigned." 

Karen  Huggins,  President  of  the  Ten- 
ants Assn.  of  the  Potrero  Terrace  and 
Potrero  Annex,  brought  pamphlets  to  ex- 
plain HOPE  —  Homeownership  Oppor- 
tunities for  People  Everywhere.  "If  you 
have  a  vested  interest  in  something, 
you're  going  to  take  better  care  of  it," 
she  said.  Beyond  termination  lawyers 
and  neighbor  involvement,  her  solution 
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to  the  criminal  element  in  the  public 
housing  is  turn  it  into  private  housing, 
creating  residents  who  say,  "No,  you're 
not  going  to  ruin  this  for  me."  Citing 
the  example  of  Kenilworth  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  which  she  said  is  60  percent 
owned  and  operated  by  the  residents, 
Huggins  insisted,  "Drugs  are  gone  there!" 

The  Tenants  Assn.  is  six  months  into  a 
three-year  feasibility  study  to  see  about 
establishing  such  a  program  as  a  co-op  on 
Potrero  Hill.  They  are  looking  into  the 
possibilities  for  a  non-profit  agency  to 
sponsor  them  or  become  a  partner,  and 
working  to  gather  support  among  the 
residents. 

The  HOPE  plan,  Boileau  charged,  is  an 
attempt  by  the  federal  government  to 
evade  its  responsibilities.  And  when 
Huggins  claimed  the  federal  government 
would  be  obligated  by  law  to  provide  re- 
placement public  housing,  Boileau 
answered,  "When  you  actually  show  me 
the  money  from  the  government  for  one- 
for-  one  replacement  units  then  I'll 
start  to  believe  that  this  is  something 
other  than  an  attempt  to  get  out  of  the 
obligation  to  subsidize  housing  for  the 
poor." 

Boileau  was  also  concerned  that  once 
the  residents  owned  their  homes,  they 
wouldn't  be  able  to  afford  regular  main- 
tenance. Huggins  is  certain  that  subsid- 
ies would  be  set  aside  to  secure  interest 
to  pay  for  maintenance,  and  that  money 
from  grants  would  be  available.  But 
Boileau  cited  15  or  18  pilot  projects,  con- 
tending that  "most  of  them  have  gone  in- 
to default."  The  Housing  Authority  has 
authorized  the  Tenants  Assn.  to  go  ahead 
with  the  HOPE  feasibility  study.  Huggins

Hill  Resident  Remembers 
Clinton  from  First  Grade

When  Potrero  Hill  resident  Susan  Mase 
went  to  the  Clinton  for  President  victory 
revels  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel  on  election 
night  after  having  done  work  for  him  in 
the  community,  she  was  wearing  a  sweat- 
shirt that  proclaimed,  "I'm  from  Arkansas. 
Ask  me  about  my  Governor." 

But  chances  are  if  someone  had  followed 
through  and  thrown  her  such  a  question, 
she  might  have  talked  not  about  the  46- 
year  old  tenant  of  the  Little  Rock  State- 
house,  but  about  six-year  old  Billy  Blythe, 
who  reportedly  had  a  crush  on  her  back 
in  the  first  grade  in  Hope,  Arkansas. 

Before  Clinton's  family  moved  away 
from  Hope  (and  before  the  President-elect 
took  his  stepfather's  last  name,  Clinton) 
Susie  and  Billy  had  been  friends  and 
classmates  in  kindergarten  and  first  grade 
in  Hope's  Brookwood  School. 

What  does  Mase,  who  specializes  in  job 
placement  at  San  Francisco  City 
College's  Disabled  Students  Program,  re- 
member about  Clinton  from  1952? 

"I  certainly  didn't  think  back  in  the 
first  grade  that  he'd  go  into  politics," 


she  recalled.  "But  while  I  was  kind  of  a 
tomboy,  he  was  really  sensitive,  and  at 
the  same  time  real  outgoing,  real  up- 
front. 

"He  would  tell  people  about  how  he 
really  felt,  which  no  one  was  really 
interested  in  in  those  days,"  she  remem- 
bered. 

It  wasn't  until  years  later— when  they 
were  both  28  years  old  and  Clinton  ran 
for  Attorney  General  of  Arkansas  — 
that  she  realized  what  had  happened  to 
her  former  classmate.  "I  was  surprised 
at  first  when  I  saw  he  was  in  politics, 
Mase  notes,  "but  when  I  then  heard 
about  what  he  had  been  doing— the 
Rhodes  Scholarship  and  everything,  and 
when  someone  said  even  back  then  that 
he  wanted  to  be  President  some  day,  it 
all  came  together." 

And  what  about  Clinton?  Does  he  re- 
member his  former  classmate?  Accord- 
ing to  Mase,  an  Arkansan  who  was 
serving  as  a  Northern  California  cam- 
paign official  mentioned  her  name,  and 
Clinton  immediately  responded,  "why, 
she's  the  first  girl  I  ever  really  had  a 
crush  on." 
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The  Daily  Scoop  conducted  an  informal  exit  poU  Nov.  3-4,  where  voters  chose  to 
deposit  their  voting  receipt  into  one  of  three  boxes.  The  Bill  Clinton  box  was 
decorated  with  a  saxophone;  George  Bush's  had  a  set  of  "read  my"  lips;  and  Ross 
Perot's  box  spouted  a  pair  of  large  ears  on  each  side.  The  results  of  the  poll: 
Clinton  342;  Bush  46;  and  Perot  59.  Each  receipt  netted  a  free  cappucchino  or  an 
ice  cream  cone.

OPAC  UPDATE 

Much  as  1  hate  to  get  all  procedural  on 
you  —  especially  during  the  holiday  sea- 
son —  there's  a  thing  or  three  I  believe 
it  would  be  to  every  patron's  advantage  to 
know.  To  wit:  The  OPAC  is  coming.  In 
fact,  the  prototype  has  already  landed. 
OPAC?  The  telekinetic  towhead  son  of 
that  affable  bionic  sheriff  on  the  imagin- 
ary sitcom,"Mayberry  2003?"  Well,  maybe 
...  but  in  the  library  world  OPAC  is  the 
reigning  acronym,  standing  for  Online 
Public  Access  Catalog  —  a  computerized 
guide  to  the  holdings  of  all  San  Francisco 
Public  Libraries. 

Yes,  Virginia,  the  card  catalog  is  con- 
verting to  TV  this  Spring.  In  just  a  few 
months,  five  terminals  will  be  installed 
in  Potrero  Branch  allowing  people  to  look 
and  see  for  themselves  whether  Potrero 
or  any  other  branch  has  copies  of  any 
book,  cassette,  video  or  record  you  might 
wish  to  check  out.  In  the  meantime,  the 
librarian  here  will  be  happy  to  demon- 
strate the  interim  system  now  consulted 
by  library  staff,  which  allows  searching 
by  author,  title  and  subject. 

The  OPAC  also  provides  access  to  lnfo- 
trac,  an  automated  alternative -to  that 
old  familiar  standby,  "The  Readers' 
Guide  to  Periodical  Literature."  While 
you  may  well  still  have  to  go  down  to  the 
Main  Library  to  read  articles  in  older 
newspapers  or  magazines,  we  can  help 
you  locate  articles  on  your  topic  here  so 
you  can  at  least  go  down  to  Civic  Center 
with  citations  in  hand. 

RESERVES 

If  you're  looking  for  a  book  that  is  not 
on  the  shelf  at  Potrero  Library,  don't  give 
up.  Consult  the  librarian,  who  can  readily 
determine  whether  the  title  is  available 
at  another  branch.  If  it  is,  there  are  two 
ways  to  request  that  a  copy  be  sent  over 
for  you  to  pick  up  at  your  neighborhood 
library.  One  costs;  the  other  doesn't. 

Postal  Reserves  cost  a  whopping  50 
cents,  for  which  the  library  will  request 
a  copy  of  the  book  and  notify  you  by 
mail  when  it  has  arrived.  This  option  is 
particularly  handy  in  the  case  of  a  popu- 
lar book,  all  copies  of  which  are  checked 
out  at  all  branches.  Filing  a  reserve 
basically  puts  you  in  line  by  the  date  of 
your  request.  When  it's  your  turn,  the 
next  copy  of  your  chosen  title  turned  in 
at  any  San  Francisco  Public  Library  will 
be  sent  to  the  branch  where  you  filed 
your  request  and  youll  be  sent  a  notice 
that  your  book  has  arrived.  Postal  re- 
serves may  also  be  placed  for  books  not 
available  at  Potrero  Library  but  current- 
ly on  the  shelf  at  other  branches. 

But  you  can  avoid  the  50  cent  fee  by 
asking  the  librarian  to  tell  you  which 
branches  are  on  record  as  having  copies 
on  the  shelf,  calling  that  branch  your- 
self and  asking  them  to  either  hold  it 


for  you  there  (if  you  need  it  right  away) 
or  to  send  it  to  a  branch  more  convenient 
for  you.  Do  allow  3-5  days  for  books  so 
requested  to  arrive  and  feel  free  to  call 
first  to  ensure  that  a  book  has  come  in 
before  you  come  over.

CONCERN  OVER  MISSION  BAY: 

More  than  100  citizens  turned  out  at  a  November  hearing  to  express  fears  of  ob- 
structed views,  nightmare  traffic  jams,  overcrowded  schools,  gentrification  and 
increased  city  taxes  that  they  felt  would  result  from  Southern  Pacific's  preferred 
plan  for  the  proposed  Mission  Bay  development  north  of  Potrero  Hill.  In  reply  to  the 
developers'  view  that  the  plan  "maximizes  the  achievement  of  public  and  private 
goals,"  a  member  of  the  audience  questioned  the  achievement  of  public  goals  in  a 
plan  that  lacked  adequate  open  space,  parking  or  schools. 

BETHLEHEM  WORKERS  GET  SUPPORT: 

Bethlehem  Shipyard  workers,  laid  off  when  the  sprawling  works  at  the  foot  of  20th 
Street  were  sold  to  Todd  Shipyard  Company,  were  receiving  help  from  disparate 
sources.  A  Muni  bus  driver  dropped  off  a  box  of  food  to  the  space  the  workers  had 
been  provided  at  the  Neighborhood  House.  In  addition,  Supervisor  Wendy  Nelder 
donated  turkeys,  a  woman  living  on  $400  a  month  sent  a  check  for  $20  and  addi- 
tional help  was  promised  from  postal  workers,  the  ILWU  and  Muni. 

ELECTION  RESULTS  ARE  REVEALING: 

Editorially  the  View  noted  that  "election  results  for  the  Potrero  Hill  area  always 
show  that  our  vote  is  as  far  ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  city  as  San  Francisco  is  from 
the  rest  of  the  state."  For  example,  while  the  State  voted  to  elect  George  Deuk- 
mejian  governor  49  percent  to  48,  San  Francisco  went  for  Tom  Bradley  67  to  30  and 
the  Hill  for  Bradley  80  to  20.  Similarly,  the  State  put  Pete  Wilson  into  the  Senate 
51  to  45,  while  the  City  went  67  to  29  for  Jerry  Brown,  and  the  Hill  went  for  Brown 
82-18. 

MAYOR'S  VISIT  BRINGS  RESULTS: 

Following  a  rally  by  public  housing  tenants  on  the  steps  of  City  Hall,  Mayor  Dianne 
Feinstein  visited  the  Potrero  Hill  projects  where  she  met  with  tenants  and  heard 
their  complaints  about  a  lack  of  maintenance  and  the  poor  response  by  the  City's 
Housing  Authority.  Within  a  few  days,  some  long-term  plumbing  problems  were  cor- 
rected, broken  windows  were  replaced  and  "many  other  repairs  were  made." 

NEW  STADIUM  OPPOSED: 

An  informed  survey  by  the  Potrero  View  indicated  that  a  solid  majority  of  Hill  citi- 
zens polled  opposed  construction  of  a  new  sports  stadium  near  the  neighborhood.  (A 
China  Basin  site  was  being  considered  by  the  City.)  Familiar  arguments  cited  park- 
ing and  traffic  congestion  problems  and  the  propriety  of  using  public  money  to 
build  a  facility  for  private  business. 

CITIZENS  ORGANIZE  AGAINST  CRIME: 

Concerned  with  increases  in  street  and  violent  crime,  especially  muggings  and  open 
drug  dealing  in  the  neighborhood,  a  "Crime  Committee"  was  formed  to  seek  im- 
provement of  law  enforcement  and  to  organize  "block-watch"  programs.  The  com- 
mittee decided  to  begin  a  test  program  of  SAFE,  a  citizen  crime-prevention  pro- 
gram developed  by  the  police  department.

Longtime  Potrero  Mill  resident  and 
well-respected  publicist  Kuren  Larsen 
was  honored  Nov.  17  for  her  work  with 
local  filmmakers  and  film  festivals.

"to  harvest  the  area's  rich  mine  of  film 
and  video  work  ...  then  Larsen  is  the 
jeweler  who  polishes  the  gems  and  brings 
them  to  the  store  window." 

Once  she  is  convinced  about  a  film  and 
its  message  or  story,  she  goes  to  bat  for 
it  and  gives  it  101  percent  of  her  time  ■ 
and  energy.  A  case  in  point  is  the  nation- 
wide publicity  she  got  for  the  document- 
ary "Berkeley  in  the  Sixties,"  including 
coverage  in  the  New  York  Times  Sunday 
Arts  and  Leisure  section  and  a  mention 
on  the  popular  Siskel  and  Ebert  televi- 
sion show. 

Larsen  has  successfully  represented 
the  Mill  Valley,  American  Indian,  Nation- 
al Education  Film  &  Video  Festivals,  as 
well  as  the  Film  Arts  Festival. 

At  one  time  Larsen  worked  for  tele- 
vision station  KQED  as  researcher,  talent 
scout  and  events  coordinator,  until  she 
was  hired  by  the  late  theatre  owner  Mel 
Novikoff  to  promote  a  film  for  the  San 
Francisco  Film  Festival. 

Along  with  her  business  as  publicist, 
Larsen  has  advised  and  helped  promote 
craft  fairs  as  well  as  events  in  her  own 
community  on  the  Hill,  and  has  served 
for  many  years  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House, 
frequently  lending  her  talents  for  the 
Nabe's  benefit. 

At  the  awards  event  Larsen  issued  her 
thanks  to  MA  and,  in  her  soft-spoken 
style,  told  the  crowd,  "This  is  great  to  be 
honored,  since  many  of  our  clients  holler 
at  us.

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Volunteer  Teachers  Keep 
Tots' Music  Classes  Going 


JAZZ  AND  WINE

The  music  class  for  toddlers,  which  is 
held  once  a  week  at  the  Recreation 
Center  on  Arkansas  Street,  was  funded 
by  the  city's  Department  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  until  nearly  a  year  ago,  when 
funding  was  withdrawn.  The  classes, 
however,  did  not  cease.  Rather,  Keta 
Solvin  and  Ronnie  David  —  both  perform- 
ers and  both  parents  of  very  young  child- 
ren —  decided  to  keep  the  class  going  by 
teaching  it  themselves  on  a  volunteer 
basis. 

Since  then,  on  Tuesday  mornings,  the 
room  is  filled  with  20-plus  small  child- 
ren, most  of  them  nursery  school-age 
and  younger,  and  their  parents.  They 
are  joined  every  other  week  by  a  group 
of  children  from  the  Potrero  Terrace 
Children's  Center  and  their  teachers. 

They  are  a  blur  of  bright  color  as  they 
arrive,  and  they  run  around  until  they 
arc  settled  in  a  circle,  and  Selvin  takes 
over.  Many  of  the  children  are  already 
familiar  with  the  words  of  the  songs  she 
has  chosen  to  have  them  sing  and  move 
to.  The  children  look  happy  and  at  home, 
and  those  who  start  out  rather  shy  are 
quickly  enticed  by  Selvin,  and  by  the 
music  itself,  which  incorporates  plenty 
of  rhythm,  clapping,  sneezing,  jumping 
and  shaking. 

Selvin,  who  is  a  professional  singer 
herself,  under  the  name  Keta  Bill,  sits 


or  stands  where  all  of  the  children  can 
see  her,  and  she  sings  along  with  the 
music  that  is  playing  on  a  tape-player, 
as  the  children  follow  her  lead.  There 
are  songs  in  English  and  Spanish,  and 
all  of  the  songs  encourage  the  learning 
of  new  words,  and  the  naming  of  body 
parts,  numbers  and  the  alphabet.  These 
children,  Selvin  says,  will  be  way  ahead 
of  their  classmates  when  they  get  to 
nursery  school. 

And  the  parents,  from  all  appearances, 
seem  to  enjoy  participating  as  much  as 
their  children  do. 

The  pace  of  the  class  is  a  good  one 
for  the  children;  Selvin  has  chosen  a 
mixture  of  fast  and  slow  songs,  design- 
ed to  keep  the  children  singing  and 
moving  without  getting  them  too  wound 
up.  There  are  no  breaks  between  songs, 
which  ensures  that  the  children  do  not 
become  distracted  in  that  half-hour  to 
45  minutes.  They  alternate  between 
sitting  in  a  wide  circle  of  chairs,  with 
their  parents  seated  behind  them,  sitting 
in  a  smaller  circle  on  the  floor  around 
the  teacher,  and  dancing  around  the  room 
in  a  free-for-all. 

While  Selvin  appears  to  be  tireless, 
she  encourages  anyone  who  is  interested 
in  assisting  with  the  class  to  stop  in  on 
Tuesdays,  at  10:30  a.m.  and  see  her, 
because  she  could  definitely  use  another 
helping  hand  or  two  in  this  energetic  and 
admirable  endeavor. 


Cancer  Study  Needs  Help 
From  Potrero  Hill  Women 


A  San  Francisco  women's  health  study 
directed  by  the  Northern  California  Can- 
cer Center  is  seeking  the  help  of  women 
on  Potrero  Hill  to  determine  better  ways 
of  providing  information  and  assistance 
to  those  at  highest  risk  of  contracting 
breast  or  cervical  cancer.  The  door  - 
to-door  survey  of  women,  age  40-75,  is 
being  conducted  by  Polaris  Research  & 
Development  for  the  Northern  California 
Cancer  Center. 

The  survey  is  part  of  a  five  year  " 
"Breast  and  Cervical  Cancer  Intervention 
Study"  (BACCIS)  which  began  on  October 
1,  1991.  The  study  will  ultimately  serve 
as  the  basis  for  the  development  of  an 
intervention  program  to  increase  the 
early  detection  of  breast  and  cervical 
cancer  and  to  improve  access  to  treat- 
ment for  under-served,  multi-ethnic 
women  via  county-operated  outpatient 
clinics. 


In  addition  to  gathering  data  from  the 
survey,  the  BACCIS  will  test  different 
programs  designed  to  be  sensitive  to  the 
needs  of  distinct  cultures.  One  of  the 
programs  will  encourage  outreach 
efforts  to  bring  women  to  Women's 
Health  Days  that  offer  low-cost 
mammography,  pap  smears  and  instruc- 
tion in  self-breast  examination.  An 
"in  reach  program"  will  include  the  edu- 
cation of  health  care  providers  on  mini- 
mal intervention  and  culturally  tailored 
screening  messages  to  patients. 

Dr.  Hamilton  says  she  hopes  that 
"getting  the  word  out  about  the  critical 
importance  of  the  survey  will  make 
women  on  Potrero  Hill  more  aware  of 
how  important  their  participation  is."

LIVE-WORK  HOUSING 


By  Vas  Arnautoff 


Potrero  Hill  resident*  looking  out 
over  San  Francisco  Bay  on  Sept.  22, 
1960  may  have  noticed  a  large  white 
ship,  the  word  HOPE  in  large  letters 
on  its  sides,  heading  out  toward  the 
Golden  Gate.  They  were  seeing  history 
made,  though  they  may  not  have  known 
it,  for  that  ship,  the  S.S.  HOPE,  was 
the  world's  first  peacetime  hospital 
vessel  and  it  was  on  its  maiden  voyage 
to  Indonesia  and  South  Vietnam  on  a 
mission  to  improve  health  through 
education. 

Now,  32  years  later,  Porject  HOPE, 
its  sleek  hospital  ship  long  retired 
after  11  missions,  is  a  land-based 
operation  administering  more  than  60 
health  programs  in  36  countries  on  five 
continents.  From  its  headquarters 
near  Washington  D.C.  it  administers 
the  dispatch  of  medical  personnel  and 
supplies  on  a  $40  million  annual  budget. 

Two  of  the  medical  people  involved 
in  this  year's  HOPE  projects  in  Central 
Europe  are  Potrero  Hill's  Dean  Echen- 
berg  and  his  fiance,  Janice  Westenhouse, 
who  recently  left  for  Czechoslovakia. 
Based  in  Bratislava,  they  will  spend  a 
year  there— Echenberg  helping  to 
coordinate  HOPE'S  activities,  and 
Westenhouse,  an  epidemiologist  and 
medical  technician  who  was  an  AIDS 
researcher  at  U.C.,  doing  health 
system  evaluations. 

This  is  not  Echenberg's  first  overseas 
stint  with  HOPE.  Already  this  year 
he  has  spent  time  in  the  former  Soviet 
Union,  helping  to  evaluate  and  train 
medical  personnel  in  the  Ukraine, 
Kazakhstan  and  Russia,  now  parts  of 
what  is  known  as  the  Commonwealth 
of  Independent  States  (CIS). 

In  the  Ukraine,  he  said,  "I  was  sur- 
prised at  the  public  health  system. 
Every  single  child  is  registered  at 
birth."  However,  he  found,  many 
children  were  not  being  vaccinated,  in 


part  because  the  bad  economic  situa- 
tion inhibited  the  manufacture  of 
vaccines,  and  a  lack  of  western  cur- 
rency made  it  impossible  to  purchase 
them  abroad.  "And  when  the  number 
of  vaccinations  drops  below  a  certain 
level,  epidemics  are  likely  to  occur," 
Echenberg  explains. 

Through  HOPE  though,  Echenberg 
says,  enough  vaccine  for  500,000  is 
"in  the  pipeline"  now,  and  ironically, 
because  of  their  birth  registration 
system,  if  the  project  is  successful  a 
higher  percentage  of  kids  in  the  area 
will  have  been  vaccinated  there  than 
here. 

Echenberg,  an  affable  51 -year-old 
Canadian-born  physician,  is  enthusias- 
tic about  the  "collaborative  experience" 
that  is  the  essence  of  Hope's  method 
of  operation.   The  organization,  he 
points  out,  not  only  offers  humani- 
tarian assistance  but  also,  and  perhaps 
primarily,  educates.  Since  1958,  more 
than  12,000  HOPE  educators  have 
trained  thousands  of  health-care 
personnel  around  the  world,  who  con- 
tinue to  teach  and  treat  thousands 
more. 

It  is  this  sort  of  collaboration  effort, 
not  only  between  colleagues  in  the 
health  care  professions,  but  between 
the  donors  of  funds  to  Project  HOPE 
and  the  organization  itself,  that  has 
made  of  it  what  its  founder  Dr.  William 
B.  Walsh  envisioned:  "A  beacon  of 
health  education  around  the  world." 


A  celebration  was  held  Nov.  23  for  the  grand  opening  of  Connecticut  Street  Court, 
located  at  26th  Street,  10  units  of  low  income,  live-work  housing.  This  project  was 
designed  specifically  to  house  families  who  plan  to  develop  business  plans,  and  who 
will  utilize  the  space  for  that  purpose.

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Ballroom  Dancing  is  Alive 
And  Kicking  at  Metronome

As  a  kid,  my  feet  were  twitching  to 
dance  when  a  Fred  Astaire— Ginger 
Rogers  musical  was  featured  on  the  I.ate 
Night  Movie  Special.  As  many  other 
baby  boomer  women  will  agree,  it  wasn't 
difficult  to  imagine  oneself  as  Ginger, 
swathed  in  diaphanous  gowns  of  chiffon 
and  sexy  silver-sequined  dancing  shoes, 
as  she  twirled  and  glided  across  the 
gleaming  floor  of  a  fabulous  Art-Deco 
ballroom. 

Ginger  had  grace,  style,  and  boundless 
talent.  She  had  Fred  as  a  partner.  I,  in 
the  privacy  of  my  parents'  living  room 
in  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning,  had 
two  left  feet  and  performed  solo.  But 
after  a  time,  as  San  Francisco  rock  bands 
dominated  the  music  scene,  I  reluctantly 
retired  my  fantasy  of  Ginger  and  ballroom 
dancing.  It  was  too  square. 

Or  so  I  thought  until  late  one  recent 
weekend  evening  as  I  drove  by  and  notic- 
ed a  full  house  at  the  Metronome  Ball- 
room at  17th  and  De  Haro  Streets.  I 
was  intrigued  by  the  smiling  faces  and 
beautifully  dressed  people  sitting  head- 
to-head  at  candle-lit  tables.  But,  who, 
in  heaven's  name,  I  wondered,  would  be 
caught  ballroom  dancing  in  the  90s? 

"People  always  say  'oh,  ballroom 
dancing  is  coming  back.'  I  tell  them  it 
never  left ,"  says  Diane  Jarmolow,  a 
Director-Founder  of  the  Metronome 
who  has  been  in  the  dance  business 
since  the  "big  disco  days  of  1978." 

Jarmolow,  one  of  three  director- 
founders  of  the  Ballroom,  had  been 
teaching  dance  and  running  a  successful 
ballroom  in  the  Excelsior  District  when, 
in  1988,  she  decided  to  expand  her 
business.  In  1990,  after  spending  two 
years  looking  for  the  right  space,  she 
found  a  large  warehouse  on  17th  Street 
that  had  formerly  served  as  a  photogra- 
pher's home  and  studio.  "Also  the 
availability  of  street  parking  near  the 
ballroom  and  easy  access  from  the  Bay 
Bridge  made  the  Hill  attractive.  Plus, 
Potrero  Hill  is  pretty  easy  to  get  to 
from  any  part  of  town,"  said  Jarmolow. 

She  and  her  partners,  Rosemary  Zach- 
ary  and  Jeff  Chandler,  spent  six  months 
renovating  the  rather  dilapidated  ware- 
house into  the  spacious,  airy  and 
friendly  environment  that,  since  its 
opening  in  April,  1991,  has  successfully 
attracted  people  from  all  walks  of 
life  who  just  want  to  have  fun  while 
learning  to  dance. 

So  who  takes  dance  lessons  and 
whirls  the  night  away  at  the  Metronome? 
Jarmolow  cheerfully  responds,  "every- 
body —  and  all  ages.  We  see  people 
from  age  20  to  50.  There's  always  been 
a  certain  segment  of  the  population 
who  try  ballroom  dancing  and  it  pulls 
their  heartstrings,  and  that's  just  it 
for  them.  They're  addicted." 

Aside  from  clients  who  are  true  afi- 
cionados of  ballroom  and  swing  dancing, 
the  Metronome  attracts  folks  like  me,  a 
Nervous  Nellie  who  occasionally  thinks 
about  taking  along  a  pair  of  crutches  to 
social  events  or  weddings  because  I  will 
not,  under  any  circumstances,  embarrass 
myself  by  attempting  to  dance.  "A 


number  of  clients  come  to  the  Metro- 
nome because  they  feel  awkward  at 
social  gatherings  because  they  don't 
know  how  to  dance,"  says  Jarmolow. 
"They  think  dancing  looks  like  fun  and 
they  want  to  learn  how  to  do  partner 
dancing,  such  as  the  West  Coast  Swing, 
which  is  the  California  State  dance  and 
our  specialty." 

In  addition  to  offering  private  and 
group  lessons,  which  are  taught  by  a  high- 
ly trained  and  certified  staff  that  often 
includes  Jarmolow  and  her  partners,  the 
Metronome  offers  practice  sessions  for 
clients  who  want  to  put  in  extra  time 
practicing  their  moves.  For  those  party 
and  dance  animals  who  gotta  dance,  gotta 
dance,  gotta  dance,  the  Ballroom  becomes 
a  dance  club  on  weekend  evenings.  For  a 
nominal  charge,  Metronome  students  can 
spend  Friday,  Saturday,  and  Sunday  even- 
ings socializing  and  dancing  their  favorite 
dances,  or  watching  special  guest  per- 
formances by  top  dance  professionals. 

"For  younger  people  —  those  who  are 
athletic  —  we  offer  Hip  Hop  workshops," 
says  Jarmolow.  (For  those  of  you,  like 
me,  who  aren't  up  on  the  latest  dance 
steps  and  styles,  Hip  Hop  is  the  dance 
style  performed  by  the  "fly  girls"  on  the 
popular  television  show,  "In  Living  Color." 
This  workshop,  of  course,  is  recommended 
for  the  more  courageous,  read  "in-shape," 
among  you.) 

"The  salsa  workshop  is  another  favorite 
for  many  students  since  there  are  many 
clubs  in  the  Bay  Area  where  you  can 
dance  salsa,"  said  Jarmolow  when  dis- 
cussing the  variety  of  classes  offered  by 
the  popular  Ballroom  that  was  voted  the 
"Best  Place  to  Learn  to  Dance"  in  San 
Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area"  by  the  Bay 
Guardian  in  1991. 

For  those  men  and  women  who  want  to 
take  dance  lessons  but  are  uncertain 
about  what  classes  to  take,  the  Metro- 
nome staff  has  come  up  with  an  "intro- 
ductory special."  This  package  allows 
group  classes  or  a  workshop,  three  private 
lessons  and  a  party  ticket  to  one  weekend 
dance  party.  Private  lessons  for  more 
ambitious  men  and  women,  competitive 
dancers  like  Jarmolow  and  a  number  of 
other  dance  instructors,  who  compete  in 
regional  and  national  contests,  are  also 
offered  at  the  Metronome. 

Also  available  are  Wedding  Workshops. 
"These  workshops,"  says  Jarmolow,  "are 
held  monthly  and  have  been  specifically 
designed  for  those  couples  who  just  want 
to  learn  to  dance  for  their  wedding." 

If  all  of  this  isn't  enough,  the  Metro- 
nome also  celebrates  New  Year's  Eve 
with  a  "Big  Bash  Ball,"  a  night  of  music, 
ciiampagnc ,  and  dance,  dance,  dance! 
If  last  year's  event  was  any  indication, 
Jarmolow  expects  this  year's  Big  Bash 
to  sell  out  early.  "Last  year,  the  event 
sold  out  in  advance  and  we  had  to  turn  a 
lot  of  people  away  at  the  door." 

If  you  don't  want  to  be  left  out  in  the 
cold  on  New  Year's  Eve,  or  are  eager 
to  risk  life  and  limb  to  become  a  "fly 
girl,"  or,  like  most  of  us  Ginger  Rogers 
devotees,  are  just  interested  in  good, 
clean,  fun,  the  Metronome  Ballroom  is 
the  place  to  be.  For  further  info,  call 
Diane  Jarmolow  at  252-9000.

MET  is  the  creation  of  director 
Lewis  Campbell  and  a  group  of  actors 
who  gathered  last  summer  for  informal 
training  and  the  production  of  some  one- 
act  plays.  MET  plans  to  open  a  half- 
season  of  four  productions  in  January, 
March,  April  and  May.  A  full  season 
will  follow  later. 

Campbell,  former  head  of  Actors 
Training  at  San  Francisco's  School  of 
the  Arts,  says  that  MET  has  two  goals:

said  that  so  far  60  to  100  of  her  neighbors 
are  participating  in  the  HOPE  project, 
but  more  are  needed  to  come  and  help 
form  committees.  "If  the  residents  don't 
come  together  they're  going  to  explode," 
she  stated. 

There  was  also  sharp  disagreement 
about  the  number  of  vacancies  in  the 
public  housing  units  on  Potrero  Hill. 
Huggins  insisted  that  only  440  of  606 
units  of  these  are  occupied,  but  that  the 
HA  is  claiming  a  much  higher  occupancy 
rate.  According  to  Dell  Price  of  the  HA, 
there  is  a  99.1  percent  occupancy  at  Pot- 
rero Terrace  and  98.5  percent  at  Potrero 
Annex.  A  later  check  by  Boileau  indicat-      dents  first." 


ed  that  HA  has  most  likely  taken  some 
units  —  located  below  the  water  line 
and  in  a  current  state  of  extreme  disre- 
pair —  off  the  books,  and  are  not  count- 
ing them  in  their  totals. 

Delayed  maintenance  was  also  a  sore 
point  with  Huggins.  "There's  only  nine 
maintenance  people  —  the  plumber 
only  comes  once  a  week  —  he  just  can't 
get  around  to  everything  and  it  gets 
backlogged.  We're  always  fighting  for 
more  maintenance  —  if  they  would  just 
hire  a  good  10  residents  it  would  really 
make  a  difference.  With  the  HOPE 
grant  money  we  will  employ  residents." 
Price  explained  that  altogether  there 
were  about  400  HA  employees,  and  "the 
policy  of  the  organization  is  to  hire  resi- 


Meeting  For  Sister  City  Delegates 


Boileau  admitted  the  HA  had  been  "a 
mess"  but  stressed  that  it  has  made  a  lot 
of  progress  in  the  last  several  years  in 
terms  of  rehabilitation  projects,  increas- 
ed hiring  and  paying  off  debts.  "In  1989 
the  maintenance  staff  was  down  to  98 
people  for  550  buildings  and  now  we  have 
179.  We  have  659  vacant  units  rebuilt 
and  rented,  and  2,500  more  people  hous- 
ed than  in  1989.  About  2.900  units  have 
undergone  moderate  rehabilitation." 

Although  the  housing  on  Potrero  Mill 
not  received  major  rehab,  it  is  soon  to 
be  the  recipient  of  a  million  dollar  sewer 
project.  It's  also  getting  a  lead  testing 
and  abatement  program,  roof  investiga- 
tion and  exterior  lighting. 

Altogether,  according  to  Boileau  the 
HA  manages  about  3,700  units  of  con-

The  tour  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Est- 
eli-San  Francisco  Sister  City  Association 
Health  Care  Subcommittee  in  coordina- 
tion with  several  community  organiza- 
tions and  Nicaragua  solidarity  groups.  An 
official  sister  city  relationship  was  estab- 
lished between  Esteli  and  San  Francisco 
in  1990. 

The  purpose  the  two-week  tour  is  to 
further  consolidate  the  sister  city  rela- 
tionship initiated  with  Esteli  Mayor  Dr. 
Ulises  Gonzalez's  April  1991  visit  to  raise 
support  for  community  development  pro- 
jects in  Esteli,  and  to  provide  the  Bay 
Area  with  first-hand  information  about 
current  events  in  Nicaragua  and  Central 
America. 

Making  the  tour  are  Ramon  Gamez 
Rodriguez  and  Josefa  (Chepita)  Hernand- 
ez Martinez. 

Rodriguez  is  one  of  the  deputies  for  the 
Frcnte  Sandinista  de  Liberacion  Nacional 
(FBLN)  in  the  Nicaraguan  National  Assem- 


bly representing  the  city  of  Esteli.  He  is 
also  the  departmental  (state)  coordinator 
of  the  neighborhood-based  "Community 
Movement"  and  a  member  of  the  National 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Movement. 

He  first  became  politically  active  in 
1970  in  organizing  resistance  to  the  dic- 
tatorship of  Anastasio  Somoza  as  a 
member  of  the  grassroots  "Christian  Base 
Communities"  in  northern  Nicaragua.  In 
1974  he  began  working  in  Esteli  to  im- 
prove basic  working  conditions  in  the 
city's  barrios  (neighborhoods),  and  in  1974 
he  became  active  in  the  "Civil  Defense 
Committees"  organizing  active  resistance 
to  the  Somoza  dictatorship. 

In  1978  and  1979  Rodriguez  participated 
in  the  three  insurrections  in  Esteli  that 
finally  led  to  the  downfall  of  the  dictator. 
He  lost  two  brothers  during  the  fighting 
in  Esteli,  and  two  of  the  city's  barrios  are 
now  named  after  his  fallen  brothers. 

In  1984,  he  was  elected  as  a  deputy  to 
the  National  Assembly  from  Esteli.  In 
1987  he  was  involved  in  organizing  the 
numerous  "town  hall"  meetings  that  pro- 
vided public  consultation  during  the  writ- 
ing of  the  new  Nicaraguan  Constitution. 
In  the  February,  1990  elections,  Ramon

was  re-elected  to  a  six-year  term  in  the 
National  Assembly. 


Hernandez  Martinez,  known  as  CI. •vita, 
is  the  Municipal  Coordinator  of  the 
neighborhood-based  "Community  Move- 
ment" in  Esteli.  Her  work  involves  coord- 
ination of  a  wide  range  of  activities  con- 
cerning health  care,  housing,  education, 
nutrition,  women's  and  youth  issues 
throughout  Esteli's  49  barrios  and  about 
50  small  rural  villages  surrounding  the 
city. 

She  was  born  in  the  rural  village  of 
Aguas  Frias  and  became  active  in  the 
struggle  against  the  Somoza  dictatorship 
at  the  age  of  13  when  she  carried  mess- 
ages as  a  courier  for  the  FSLN.  While 
studying  in  secondary  school  she  was  an 
active  member  of  the  Revolutionary 
Student  Front. 

In  1980  Martinez  helped  organize  the 
famous  national  "Literacy  Crusade"  which 
reduced  illiteracy  in  Nicaragua  from  54  to 
12  percent  in  six  months.  In  1986  she  was 
elected  Municipal  Organizer  of  the  Sand- 
inista Defense  Committee  in  Esteli  and 
re-elected  as  Municipal  Coordinator  of 
the  Community  Movement  in  1990. 


ventional  family  housing  and  2,025  units 
of  conventional  senior  housing.  It  also 
oversees  federal  payments  to  private 
owners  for  4,874  units  of  Section  8  hous- 
ing. Tenants  have  an  average  family  in- 
come of  $9,300  a  year  and  are  expected 
to  pay  30  percent  of  income  in  rent- 

Joyce  Armstrong  who  works  as  a 
youth  coordinator  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House,  mentioned  that  the 
Girls  Club  there  is  planning  to  arrange  a 
second  "graffiti  paint-out,"  at  the  Hill's 
public  housing.  "It  instills  pride  and 
gets  people  in  the  habit  of  keeping  it 
clean!,"  she  said,  "  and  a  lot  of  people 
get  involved  —  neighbors,  residents." 

Another  woman  mentioned  her  in- 
volvement with  Christmas  in  April. 
Last  year  2,500  volunteers  participated 
in  40  projects,  including  a  visit  to  the 
Holly  Courts  Public  Housing  develop- 
ment on  Bernal  Heights  to  re-do  the  day 
room  for  seniors  and  students,  and  also 
to  do  landscaping  and  clean-up.  Resi- 
dents and  neighbors  participated,  and 
she  was  convinced  the  same  sort  of 
programs  would  be  successful  on  Potre- 
ro Hill. 

Sam  Lawson  of  Christmas  in  April 
agreed  that  "it's  a  possibility.  We  put 
together  the  volunteers,  the  project  and 
the  money,  and  the  initiative  can  come 
from  any  one  of  these  but  we  need  all 
three.

The  Potrero  View  softball  team  made 
Media  League  history  this  year  by  winning 
their  third  straight  championship  game, 
after  being  in  five  straight  finals.

A  variety  of  injuries 
plagued  the  View  from  the  start  of  the 
season  all  the  way  until  the  final  game, 
but  somehow  this  veteran  club  always 
found  a  way  to  win! 

The  finals  started  with  five  View  start- 
ers out  of  action.  Long  time  Potrero  Hill 
local  Joe  Pierce  was  sidelined  after  under- 
going foot  surgery  two  weeks  earlier. 
View  regular  Jim  Briggs  injured  his  ankle 
and  was  seen  on  crutches  on  the  sidelines. 
Rick  Girling  had  twisted  his  ankle  the 
week  before  in  a  great  performance  that 
put  him  out  of  the  finals.  Joe  Wolfcale, 
last  year's  ace  on  the  mound,  was  out  for 
the  entire  year  with  a  bad  back.  Peren- 
nial Ail-Star  Art  Pulaski  was  out  of  town 
on  business  and  missed  his  first  finals  in 
five  years. 

You  may  be  thinking,  "Who  the  hell 
was  left?"  Well,  the  View  softballers 
had  been  stockpiling  the  roster  for  years 


with  excellent  talent  and  they  certainly 
didn't  come  up  short  when  it  counted. 

The  View  squared  off  against  their 
arch  rival,  the  East  Bay  Express,  who 
were  the  authors  of  the  View's  only  two 
regular  season  defeats.  Some  were  con- 
cerned that  the  Express  may  have  thus 
held  the  psychological  edge  but,  as  Coach 
Tom  Murray  pointed  out,"  we  didn't  play 
our  regulars  against  them  during  the 
regular  season  on  purpose  so  that  they 
would  be  over-confident  in  the  playoffs." 
Sure!  It  sounds  good,  but  let's  get  back  to 
the  real  story. 

These  two  Titans  of  the  Media  League 
had  met  two  years  ago  in  Championship 
play  and  staged  the  most  exciting  two 
game  final  series  in  Media  League  history 
with  two  thrilling  come-from-behind 
victories  for  the  View.

The  seasoned  veterans  won  that  final 
contest  like  they  had  been  winning  all 
year,  with  guts  and  determination.  In- 
juries and  vacations  had  put  the  View  be- 
hind the  eight  ball  on  many  a  game,  but 
somehow,  someone  would  rise  to  the  oc- 
casion to  pull  it  out  time  and  time  again. 
Maybe  they  weren't  as  dominating  as 
years  past,  but  the  steady  clutch  play  of 
the  View's  diamond  set  has  led  to  more 
trophies  for  all.

GRILLED  TURKEY  By  Ike  Lubiniecki 
Kansas  Street 

Turkey 

Aluminum  foil 

Charcoals 

Seasonings 

Build  a  drip-pan  from  the  foil  as 
large  as  the  circumference  of  the 
turkey.     Heat  18  charcoals  and 
divide  them  into  two  parts;  push 
the  charcoals  to  the  sides  of  the 
grill   (such  as  a  Weber),   lining  them 
along  the  sides  of  the  drip-pan 
which  is  centered  in  the  grill's 
basin.    The  drip-pan  prevents  the 
turkey's  drippings  from  starting  a 
grease  fire  on  the  hot  charcoals. 

Put  the  trussed  and  seasoned  turkey 
on  the  grill,  centered  over  the 
drip-pan,  and  cook  12  minutes  to 
the  pound.    Add  a  few  charcoals  to 
each  side  as  needed. 

If  the  grill's  lid  won't  fit  over 
the  turkey   (as  mine  won't),  make  a 
loose-fitting  tent   from  the  foil 
and  fasten  it  to  the  grill's  bowl 
with  clothes  pins.    Puncture  the 
foil  in  several  places,  plus  at  the 
top,  for  air  vents. 

Protect  the  parts  of  the  bird  prone 
to  burning  with  bits  of  foil  -  the 
wingtips,  leg,  and  thigh  area. 
Baste  and  season  the  bird  as  you 
would  if  it  were  being  roasted  in 
the  oven.    The  timing  given  above 
produces  meat  pink  at  the  bone  - 
sweet  and  juicy. 


EGGPLANT  DRESSING  By  Cynthia  Zink 

Kansas  Street 

1  medium  eggplant 

4-5  cups  day-old  bread  cubes 

1  tbs.  soy  sauce 

1  tsp.  each  rosemary,  basil,  and 
paprika 

1/2  tsp.  pepper 

2  eggs 

1/2  -  3/4  cup  milk 

1  medium  onion,  chopped 

1  cup  Cheddar  cheese,  grated 

1  stick  butter 

Bake  the  eggplant,  whole,  on  a 
cookie  sheet  at  350  degrees  until 
soft;  set  aside  to  cool. 

Toss  the  bread  cubes  in  a  large 
bowl  with  the  spices. 

Beat  the  eggs,  milk  and  soy  sauce 
and  stir  gently  into  the  bread 
cubes;  set  aside  to  soak. 

Saute  the  onion  in  the  butter  til 
soft.  While  the  onion  is  cooking 
scrape  the  pulp  from  the  eggplant 
and  chop  it,  discarding  the  skins. 

Gently  mix  together  the  eggplant, 
onion,  cheese,  and  bread-milk 
mixture.     Use  as  a  stuffing  or 
bake  in  an  oiled  dish  at  350  - 
degrees  for  about  45  minutes  or 
until  puffed  and  browned.

NOT  TO  BE  EATEN! 

2  1/2  cups  flour 
1  cup  water 
1  cup  salt 

Mix  the  ingredients  well  and  roll 
out  to  about  1/8-inch  thickness. 
Cut  with  cookie  cutters,  punching 
a  hole  somewhere  in  the  cookie  for 
drawing    through  a  hanging  string 
when  they  are  baked.     Prick  the 
cookies  lightly  so  they  won't  puff 
up.     Bake  on  ungreased  cookie  sheets 
for  about  20  to  30  minutes  in  a 
slow,  250  degree  oven.    When  cooled, 
decorate,  by  painting,  etc.     Hang  on 
the  tree.

Cream  butter  and  sugar  and  add  eggs 
one  at  a  time,  beating  well  after 
each.     Reserve  1/2  cup  of  the  flour 
and  mix  it  with  the  cherries  and 
the  nuts.    Sift  remaining  flour 
into  the  egg-butter  mixture.  Beat 
well.    Add  the  floured  cherries  and 
nuts.     Bake  in  a  greased  and  floured 
pan  at  325  degrees  for  60-75  mins. 
or  in  2  small  loaf  pans  for  45-55 
mins .

1  quart  Zinfandel  or  Claret  in  an 
enamel  (3  qt . )  pot 

1  pint  boiling  water  in  a  1  qt.  pot 
1  unpeeled  orange,   sliced  very  thin 
Diced  peel  of  one  orange 
1  cup  sugar 
12  cloves 

4  cinnamon  sticks,   3"  long 
1     6  oz.  glass  brandy,  dark  rum  or 
Calvados,  or  all  three  (but  watch 
out ! ) 

Reserve  for  sprinkling  ground  nutmeg 
or  ground  ginger 

In  the  water  simmer  the  orange  rind, 
cloves  and  cinnamon  for  at  least  15 
minutes;   taste  occasionally  to  see 
if  the  spices  are  noticeable,  and 
when  they  are,   strain  into  the  wine 
and  add  the  sugar  and  orange  slices. 
Simmer  until  the  sugar  is  dissolved, 
remove  from  the  fire  and  stir  in  the 
remaining  liquors.     Pour  into  mugs 
and  sprinkle  with  ground  spice.

3  or  4  eggs  well  beaten  with  rind  of 

1  lemon 

1  cup  milk 

h  cup  light  cream 

melt  k.  pound  sweet  butter,  adding  1 
tbsp  to  the  batter  and  reserving  the 
rest  for  frying  the  flentjes. 
Whisk  all  together  thoroughly  until 
smooth  and  the  consistency  of  heavy 
cream.     Let  rest  at   least  an  hour. 
Heat  a  six  inch  skillet  and  brush 
with  melted  butter.     Stir  the  batter 
well  and  pour  1^  tbsps  into  the 
skillet,  and  quickly  tilt  from  side 
to  side  to  distribute  the  batter 
evenly.     Brown  one  side  only  and 
flip  unbrowned  side  down  to  a  warm 
platter . 

Butter  the  skillet   for  each  cake  and 
brown  quickly  until  all  tne  batter 
is  used.     There  should  be  12  or  14 
thin  flentjes. 

Fill  the  BROWNED  side  with  1  or  2 
tbsps  savory  or  sweet  and  roll  the 
cake  into  a  cylinder.    .Set  the  cylin- 
ders side  by  side  in  a  buttered  shal- 
low baking  pan. 

If  the  filling  is  sweet,  sprinkle 
the  flentjes  with  sugar  flavored 
with  cinnamon  or  ginger.     If  the 
filling  is  savory  sprinkle  with  grat- 
ed cheese.     Bake  in  a  350  degree 
oven  for  15  to  20  min.  or  until  the 
flentjes  are  bubbly  and  brown.
